The preparation consists in 
removing the visceiuz, washing out the 
interior and filling the ‘cavity with 
slices of f: * pork, peeled raw potatoes,’ 
sprigs of spearmint and wild celery 
from the rook 

Then, without removing th> quills or 
skint.ing, the body is plastered thickly 
with wet clay. from the vearest bank. 
The muddy, bulky mass is thrust into 
live cozls and covered wit: blazing 
fagots to be roaste® for two hours, 

On removal from the coals, the clay 
is found to have been baked into a 
hard solid mass, which must be 
broken open with an ax or a heavy 
stone, whereupon the skin and quills 
of the animal cling to the Way wrap- 
ping and fall away, leaving the clean 
white meat ready to be eaten.

Ontario's New Inspector of the Fee- 
ble-Minded Has Hdd a Notable Ca- 
reer In Pioneering Her Ideas— 
Has Paid Special Attention to 
Care of Defectives and Now Has a 


Ohance to Experiment.

Dr. Helen MacMurgby, Be lg 
new inspector of the feeble-minded, is 
something like the Bible, because she 
will afford you en argument for pret- 
ty nearly everything you want to 
prove, says Eleanor Sanderson in To- 
ronto Star Weekly. She has gone 
round upsetting everybody's little pet 
theories regarding woman and her 
sphere with a reckless disregard for 
precedent, and without saying a word 
about it, which upsets another theory. 
The suffragettes cling eagerly to her 
genius and success in doing work 
usually done by men. The cntis love 
h + because she never makes speeches 
calling them remnants of the cave- 
man period, and besides she makes 
children her chief concern. Slowly 
ard cirely she has grown into her 
own, and since the sterling worth of 
t'e brain power in her work has be- 
come felt in the land, honor upon hon- 
or has b2en heaped upon her. 

In 1901 she received the degree of 
M.D. of the University of Toronto. 
After this she studied for some time 
at Johns Hopkins University, and was 
appointed resident medical assistant 
at Toronto General Hospital. In her 
general practice she soon specialized 
in the study of the feeble-minded, and 
her census on this subject prepared in 
1906 was of great value. 

From that time on Dr. MacMur- 
ch:’’s career was made, and in rapid 
succession she received appointments 
as vice-president of the Charities and 
Correction Association in 1908, dele- 
gate to the British Medical Associa 
tion congress, and representative for 
Ontario to the International Confer- 
ence on Infant D.ortality at Baltimore

The position of Inspector of Feeble- 
Minded in Ontario, to which she has 
been called, is a new appointment in 
the gift of the Government. Her du- 
ties in this field are as broa. as her 
physical streng'b and her time wil} 
permit her to accomplish. 

Literally these duties are ‘‘to in- 
spect all prisons and public charities, 
and give particular attention to the 
custodian care of the feeble-minded,”’ 
Wihat this may involve can be guessed 
by anyone who has visited small 
towns and rural communities, where 
the village half-wits have wandered 
free, not infrequently to end their un- 
‘appy careers in sordid murder or 
some other crime. Then there ars 
the cases in which families have en- 
deavored to restrain their feeble- 
minded offspring, and great crueliy 
is often practiced, sometimes in ignor- 
ance, and sometimes in brutality. Dr. 
MacMurchy is now the hope of these 
wretched human beings, who will be 
cared for in proper institutions. And 
all the rea) or fanciful woes of those 
already confined will be heard and 
investigated. It sounds very streru- 
ous, but those wk- know Dr. Mac- 
Nurchy and ber quiet, forceful char- 
acter, are confident that sho will not 
only fulfill all that is expected of her 
position, but probably create new du- 
ties and channels of action in the -@ 
form nearest her heart.
